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Mackintosh States 
Unofficial PC View 
On Nucleor Threat

Jock Mackintosh, Conserva» 
tive MP for Swift Current-Maple 
Creek, Saskatchewan, discussed 
the question of nuclear arms for 
Canada before a smoll audience 
in the Union Ballroom at 1 pm 
yesterday. 

The speaker was sponsored by 
tlie McGill Progressive Conserva- 
tive CluS, although CUCND leaf- 
lets were distributed at the door. 

PC President Und first indicated 
that at this date, he had no inten- 
tion of formubting ,PC poUcy on 
the nuclear issue, -and tliat the 
present meeting Iiad absolutely 
notliing to do .with the campaign, ! 
but . that in Modd Parliament the ' 
PC's would more or less definitely 
"come out for nuclear weapons", 

Bock-Bencher's Views 

Macldntosh first declared bini' 
self as present to express "purely 
personal views" and not as a Con 
servative spokesman since he was 
"only a back-bencher". He conti- 
nued with the expressed intention 
of saying nothing about NATO and 
NORAD and went on to say about 
NATO and NORAD that the obliga- 
tions, which Canada had to NORAD 
and NATO; must be bonored. 

Mackintosh ascribed the orighi 
of the expression "peaceful co- 
existeneeîkjoithe Russian Comrou* 
ntsts andnraitëd that the reality 
was not possible unless there were 
evidence of "an evolution toward 
greater liberty and humanism in 
the Communist world". 

He cited the Hungarian revolu- 
tion OS an example of the persis- 
tence of certain values in "the 
hearts and minds of men", who 
crave freedom although they bavé 
never been free. 

• - ' v NATO Necessary 

Mackintosh emphiadzed that we 
must "exploit those things which 
have held off the red menace in 
the past" and stated that.with mu- 
tual trust and tolerance, ^ there 
would be no nepd Im nuclear arms, 
but until that mutual trust and to- 
lerance had béen realized, a NATO 
safeguard was necessary. 

He implied that the free world 
had in the past been saved by the 
existence of the United States' 
strilcing force, and that only when 
the military might of the USSR 
had been surpassed or at least 
equalled, could the USSR and the 
Free World come to terms satis- 
factory to both. 

He insisted that "the free world's 
power to retaliate is the greatest 
deterrent to atomic war" and that 
Canada can best serve the demo- 
cratic cause by shouldering the 
responsibility for peace with, 
strength. He demonstrated the dis- 
crepancy between the promises of 
the Soviet Union and the facts as 
they exist today and suggested 
that it is "entirely useless to follow 
a neutral role alone". Mackintosh 
cited historical examples, to prove 
that "Canada can never, consistent 
with her own interests, Ignore the 
security of the United States be-

If a final reprieve is 
granted, we would like to think that it may be at 
least partially due to the wistful pleas signed "B.A. 
'29" and "Old Grad" which have been appearing with 
reassuring regularity in the editorial columns of a 
local newspaper. . ^ i 

Perhaps it is asking too much of such a delicate 
creature to burden it with any symbolic meaning — but 
If It does represent anything, it must surely be the pos- 
sibility of indentification, of associating oneself with 
a unique university community. And this possi- 
bility Is necessarily diminished by the entry of 
each additional student, as the university is . Increa- 
'singly forced to evolve from a community of scholars 
(assuming such a Utopian condition ever existed even 
in -1843) into an academic machine for the' production 
of interchangeablé B.A.s. 

A university faced, as McGIII is, with the;problem 
of absorbing increasingly large numbers of students 
for an indefinite period may respond in three ways. 
It may choose to accept practically all applicants, and 
throw up more and more buildings In frantic efforts 
to keep one step ahead of the hordes. Or, it can become 
Increasingly more selective, and attain greater aca- 
demic prestige at the risk of ceasing to serve the 
community. Or, it con de-centrallze. 

~ This latter approach has been adopted with some 
success by the University of Toronto. Aside from its^ 
system of undergraduate .colleges, the university In 
1 960 establisheâlYoTÎcfÛnlver^ on d separate cam- 
pus. York currently has affiliated status (unfortunately. 
It does not have status In a sociological sense — last 
fall, it was forced to advertise in newspapers for. 
students) and grants University of Toronto degrees, 
but will become Independent within the decade. 

McGlli's current expansion program is essential 
if the university is to keep- its good academic name. 
But, to quote Dr. James In his last annual report, "it 
must be emphasized that we are still in the early 
stages of the revolution in education which has called 
forth this development program." 

If McGIII were to consider either founding a 
separate university, or' establishing a new, ^undergra- 
duate campus, she might continue to attract top stu- 
dents who would otherwise be frightened away from 
an academic monster, while still providing for the 
larger numbers seeking admittance. The Ideal situation 
would perhaps consist, of a small and select under- 
graduate body together with expanded professional 
and graduate faculties. Failing this, the best theoretical 
arrangement would be two or three scattered under- 
graduate colleges, of varying. standards, and a central 
grouping of other faculties. - 

Such a scheme may not be "practical" and would 
certainly require long-range planning. But a university 
has a crucial influence on its undergraduates, who 
are a fragile breed. If it disappoints them with imper- 
sonality, it has failed them, and will be rejected by 
the best of theni.

Of Study Rooms , 

Dear Sir: 

The Daily's timely editorial, 
of January 14, dealing with the 
pressure in accomodation in the 
Redpath Library, leads me to 
ask your help in drawing, atten- ' 
tion-.to^theôfaçtithat^;tlireè:;c^ 
'fortable'KadlngrodmsIure'^vaU- -. 
able in Horrlce Hall, i.e.'in what . 
. was fomèly tho Presbyterian 
College Building. 

These rooms were made avail- 
able, last session, and, at the 
beginning of the present session. 
Instructors were asked to draw 
the attention of their classes to 
the fact that these reading 
rooms were at their disposal; 
but the information which reach- 
es the Administrative Commit- 
tee is that little, if any, use 
is being made of them. 

Additional reading rooms, out- 
side the Library proper, do not 
help the. student who needs to 
consult material which is' held 
in the Library; but they do. meet - 
the needs of the student who 
wishes to.work over bis own 
notes or to read bis own text- 
book. Till recently, too many 
students, have had to use the 
Library ifor this purpose, and we 
are all familiar with the sight 
of students trying to study in 
corridors or on stairways or In 
that rarity, an empty seminar 
room. 

I shall be glad if this letter 
serves as a reminder that the 
reading rooms in Morrice Hall 
are -available.

Engineers Protest ' 
Nuclear Article 

Dear Shr: 

We whould to comment on 
Stanley Gray's article, "Is Nu- 
clear War Possible 7", which ap- 
peared in the. Jan. 15 issue of 
the McGtil Diiilv. While we do 
not rule out the -possibility of 
nuclear war, ^ve would , like to. 
point but some shocking falla- 
cies presented by Mr. Gray. 

First of all he states that 
nuclear weapons are not very 
expensive to manufacture. This 
Is an untruth, for the develop- 
ment and manufacture of nu- 
clear weapons and their asso- 
ciated carrier vehicles is the 
most expensive project any coun- 
try could undertake. One only 
has to look to tho example of 
France to see the' immense bur- 
den that it imposes on her eco- 
nomy. Therefore the only way 
a smaller country Will ; gain 
possession of 'offensive hiicleair 
weapons is. by being given them 
by a large country. It is highly 
unlikely that any country now 
possessbig a nuclear capability 
would give another country con- 
trol of offensive nuclear arms, 
Mr. Gray also states that ac- 
cidental war is the main threat 
to peace today. He seems to. 
believe that, "Radar detec- 
tion methods are very unreli- 
able". This too is wrong. While 
our three continental radar 
lines may not be perfect, they 
are far from unreliable and can 
be counted upon to give an 
extremely good indication ' of « 
mass surprise attack. 

As for the statement that les-, 
ser authorities hi the U.S. go- 
vernment have the power to fire 
nuclear weapons — the ultimate 
authority for launching -a reta- 
liatory attack must come directly 
. from the President, of the Uni- 
ted States. -.This has'i^beBnji^taâd' 
. publicity on numerbnirdceasloni.^ 
The delegation of this responsi- 
.bility to lesser authorities would 



refer only to the firing of de- 
fensive nuclear arms which can 
not possibly bo used for an 
attack on the U.S.S.R. 

Finally, Mr. Gray gives a few 
examples of isolated technical 
accidents which ho believes 
could start a war. However, it 
will not take a single . Isolated • 
accident to result in a retalia- ' 

. tory.: strike order behig given. 
Indications . of a ; surprise mau 

. attack will come from many 
warning units spread far apart 
across tho continent and there 
will bo no doubt when it comes. 
What Mr. Gray construes to be 
an incipient retaliatory strike 
by the SAC as result of a few 
false warning indications, is ac- 
tually only an increased state of 
alert. These necessary alerts do 
not constitute a retaliatory stri- 
ke but merely an increased state 
of readiness should tho warning 
indication proye to be true. The 
Americans failed to be alerted 
at Pearl Harbour and disaster 
followed. In fact, it was . a radar 
set which did give a warning at 

' Pearl Harbour,- and which every- 
body ignored, that could have 
saved tiie d^y had Its warning 
not gone unheeded. 

In short, we would like to say 
that while we do not entirely 
discount the possibility of nu- 
clear . war in the future from 
political misinterpretation, we 
do take exception to the tech- 
nological side of Mr. Gray's ar- 
gument He has taken a few 
isolated incidents and exagge- 
rated them totally out of propor- 
tion to their true hnportance in 
an effort to Influence his read- 
ers to his viewpofait by causing 
In them unduly magnified, fears. 
This is not' the way to approach 
the subject in a level-headed man- 



ner. Fear is exactly what is like- 
ly to cause someone to "push 
the button".

The Art Exhibit Committee's 
complete acceptance of this ac- 
tion, and its initial choice of a 
jury unwilling to recognize the 
nature of a student exhibition 
places the ultimate blame squa- 
rely on SCOPE. Prizes should 
have been awarded even if it ne- 
cessitated appointing a new Jury. 
The sloyenly character of tho 
posters soliciting entries and 
the display techniques cast fur- 
ther doubt on the ability of the 
Committee to handle such an 
exhibition. 

The cbahrocn's point "that the 
facts of the exhibit ^pose the 
influence of a society which is 
essentially indifferent to art" 
epitomizes the snivelling, hang- 
dog, "nobody loves mc" ap- 
approach of the Committee. 
SCOPE has made a travesty of 
the "Art Exhibit".

served for a year as Infantry Pla- 
toon Commander in Northwest 
Europe. During this time he was 
wounded three times and twice 
mentioned in despatches, and sub- 
sequently promoted to the rank 
of captain.

After being promoted to major, 
he attended and graduated from 
Canadian Army Staff College, 
Kingston, in 1054. Fi-om 1955 to 
1959 he was General Staff Officer 
in Montreal and Quebec City. 

Major Pope had joined the CCF 
in 1955, and in August 1959 he 
resigned from the Army to devote 
his full attention to politics. He 
was NJ)P. candidate in the last 
federal election in Calgary-North, 
the constituency of Defence Mi' 
nistcr Harkncss.

RCMP Commissioner 
Slammed By Professor 

WINNIPEG (CUP) - A University of Manitoba professor has 
attacked an RCMP commissioner for his statement on the recent 
Orllkow Investigation and called on the government to clarify 
the role of the RCMP on Canadian campuses. 



Professor Murray Donnelly, asso- 
ciate professor of Political Science 
at the University of Manitoba and 
a member of the national executive 
of the Canadian Association of 
University Teachers, is reported by 
the University student paper, The 
Manitoban, as saying it is not the 
function of the RCMP commis- 
sioner to instruct members of par- 
liament 

Breaking traditional RCMP silen- 
ce, C. W. Harvison blamed David 
Orlikow, NDP MP for Winnipeg 
North, for the fact that RCMP 
questionhig of his brother Lionel 
Orlikow, a Winnipeg high school 
teacher, was disclosed and for 
"any sinister interpretation" of 
the questioning. 

Donnelly said the commissioner 
could have had a "long talk" with 
Justice Minister Fleming if he 
felt public suspicion was unwar- 
ranted.
